Parole  Releases 


>  In  first  the  quarter  of  2010,  paroles  releases  outnumbered  parole  admissions  by  149;  while  in 
the  first  quarter  of  201 1,  parole  admissions  outnumbered  parole  releases  by  15. 

>  However,  in  the  first  quarter  of  20 1 2  parole  releases,  similar  to  the  first  quarter  of  20 1 0, 
outnumbered  parole  admissions  by  58. 

>  The  proportional  relationship  of  parole  admissions  and  releases  in  the  first  quarter  of  2012  is 
comparable  with  the  first  quarter  of  2010.

>  In  first  quarter  2012,  male  parole  admissions  totaled  58  with  a  monthly  average  of  19 
admissions. 

>  Male  parole  releases,  in  first  quarter  2012,  totaled  86  with  a  monthly  average  of  29  releases. 
This  trend  has  resulted  in  a  difference  of  70  male  inmates  over  the  trend  period.

>  In  first  quarter  2012,  female  parole  admissions  totaled  10  with  a  monthly  average  of  3 
admissions. 

>  Female  parole  releases,  in  first  quarter  2012,  totaled  40  with  a  monthly  average  of  13  releases. 
This  trend  has  resulted  in  a  difference  of  70  female  inmates  over  the  trend  period.
